In this Supplement we present a large-scale map 
of Europe as it was at the outbreak of the War of 
1939. This map (based by courtesy of “ The 
Daily Telegraph ” on one copyright by that 
newspaper) indicates the combatant Powers. 
Greater Germany, the Third Reich, is shown with 
a heavily shaded border, and includes all the 
countries and territories which have been added 
by force, or by threat of force, since the rape of 
Austria in 1938. Italy and Russia, which are in 
alliance or association with Germany, are shown 


with a light tint border. Panels in appropriate 
positions in the map give figures of the men 
mobilized, naval tonnage, aeroplanes and popu¬ 
lation of the seven countries directly concerned. 
For full details and comparisons in the form of 
picture diagrams of the fighting forces of the 
Allies, Germany, and other Powers, see pages 14 
and 15. 

It is of interest to note that the air distances 
between the various capitals and important towns 
on the Continent are as shown in the table below.
